THE COMMITTEE ON SAFETY. 

Publi sentiment atid opinion are 
after all the-final motive power for all 
effective action affecting the public in 
a democratic community, and for this 
reason we welcome the organization of 
the Committee: on ‘Safety planned at 
the meeting at the United «Charities 
Building on Monday. The. ndmes of 
the men and women who have under- 
taken this organization are guarantees 
that the work will be done carefully, 
intelligently, and with persistent en- 
ergy. 

Primarily the task of such a commit- 
tee is necessarily that of investigation 
and study. Those engaged in it know 
very well that it is idle-to appeal to the 
public for the accomplishment of any 
serious object unless the facts regard- 
ing it can be stated fully and with au- 
thorit~. The old-fashioned methods of 
the last generation; when “reforms” 
were presented on meral principles 
and their advocacy largely addressed 
itself to their emotions, are pretty well 
gone out. The Committee on Safety 
will first try to get at-actual condi- 
tions, both as to dangers and as to pro- 
vision for averting or removing them; 
then to study existing systems in other 
cities, and. finally to bring .expert 
knowledge, experience, and ingenuity 

bear on the best measures for the 
situation in Néw York. In this yay 
they will bring home to the ‘minds of 
our. people the main featurés of the 
problems ‘presented progressively in 
our rapidly growing community, and 
point the way to at least the best prac- 
ticable methods of meeting them. 

It has wisely been determined that 
the organization shall be a contihuous 
‘one, nine of the twenty-seven Directors 
being chosen each year. This. secures 

e-third with two years’ experience 
at least and two-thirds with 6né year’s 
experience. While the main features 
of . the. work will remain measurably 
alike, there will always be changes go- 
ing on in conditions, and the in- 

sition fs to keep up with these. It 
has been suggested by the Women's 
‘Trade: Union Leaguéithat it would be 
better to have an official bureau to do 
‘this Work.

kept sacredly from the theatrical stage. 
Frrcn's’ play appeals to many: thou- 
sands as embodying a strong and time- 
ly moral lesson. “ The Easiest Way,” 
regarded by many judicious observers 
as a play of good influence, is banished 
from Boston as grossly immoral, The 


best intentioned censorship goes fre- 


quently .astray. The history of the- 
atrical censorship in England is both 
droll and deplorable. 

It seems that the people themselves 
must, in the long run, decide whether 
or not a.play exerts a moral influence. 
The multitude is not habitually im- 
moral. As for indecent shows they can 
be suppressed, and their perpetrators 
punished, without any new lawsi 


NEW AGRICULTURE IN THE EAST. 
There are 12,070 fewer farmers in this 
State, the Bureau of the Census declares, 
than tilled its soll ten years ago; but, of 
the 214,650 remaining, all are more 
prosperous. . We shall hear less, here- 
after, about New York’s “ abandoned” 
farms, for the farm lands have, in the 
decade, increased more than one-fourth 
in value, up to $703,214,000, and farm 
butidings earé more valuable by two- 
fifths. The price of farm labor has 
gone up one-half. Nearly . two-thirds 
more is being paid for fertilizers de- 
manded by the new agriculture. The 
steps toward consolidation of farms are 
shown in the fact that there are’ 242 
‘arms of above 1,000 acres each, and 
that the majority of farms in this State 
exceed 100 acres in extent. But in- 
tensive cultivation may be observed on 
33,518 farms of 19 acres and under, and 
in the further fact that, with the enor- 
mous increase in farm values, 650,000 
fewer acres were tilled last year, as 
compared with 1900. = 
The “tmpoverished lands’ of the 
East aré a myth. The figures for the 
Hmpire State run parallel with the 
statistics published by the Census Bu- 
reau about New England's farm lands 
and pufidings. In Massachusetts, for 
instance, the farms have increased. one- 
fifth in value within a-decade; the value 
of each acre has risen by one-third; of 
farm machinery by three-tenths, and 
the expenditures for iabor and fertiliz= 
érs over one-half. ‘The cash paid for 
agricultural labor last year in Massa- 
chusetts was $11,747,000, as compared 
with $7,487,000 in 1909. “More favorable 
statistica even than these are compiled 


for the whole of New England.

The 
Association for Labor Legislation found 
82 cases of the horrible necrosis of the 
jaw among the operatives of three fac- 
tories. Bulletin 86 of the Bureau ‘of 
Labor shows that almost two-thirds of 
the persons employed in this industry 
are exposed to its dangers, includtig 
nearly all the women workers and chil- 
dren. The only attempt at defending 
the continued use of the perilous stuff 
that we have seen appears in The 
Wooden and Willow Ware Trade Re- 
view. It says: 


Now, The Wooden and WWlow Ware 
Trade Review does not believe that 
this industry should be destroyed be- 
cause there may be some danger con-/ 
nécted with it, any more than the 
manufacture df textile goods should 
be prohibited because mill operatives 
contract tuberculosis in cotton, woolen, 
and other factories; or that thé man- 
ufacture of dynamite and other ex- 
plosives should be taxed out of ex- 
istence because, forsooth, the work- 
men are liable to be injured or killed 
while at work, or that the use of 
steam botiem® should be stopped by 
law for the réason that they some- 
times explode and kill and. injure 
work people.and wréck property. 


But the Esch bill would not destroy 
the match industry. It would not even 
injure it. All manufacturers would be 
compelled by the tax to use tile harm- 
less and hardly more expensive sesqui- 
sulphide ptocéss updén equal tering of 
competition. If steam boilers could bé 
made proof against explosion at no 
greater cagt than the match manufac- 
turers will be put to in making matches 
that will not poison their workers, or 
kill little children who “ often suck off 
the match heads and Ale in horrible 
agony,” laws would be passed making 
the use of explosion-proof boilers com- 
pulsory.

kitchen to the health and happiness of the 
home, complacency toward the manufacture of 
low-gradé foodstuffs put upon the market un- 
der attractive labels. are all answerable to this 
question. . 

Even the food /indusiry will not deny the 
proposition thet diseases is a result, not a 
cause, It is universally admitted that disease 
springs from physiological discord. The organs 
of the body do not discontinue their functioning 
until interfered with. The interference is 
brought about; according to medical science, 
by some agent or condition out of harmony 
with the laboratory of life. 

If this be true, the natural substances neces- 
sary to e¢upport the body muat be all that they 
ought to be, and the body itself must possess 
sufficient intelligence to make a selection for 
food purposes of the proper elements. Why 
should there be many profound and subtle 
manifestationg of-the marvelousiy,perfect or- 
ganism which we call the bh body if the 
task of prepeting food for that body is to be 
but half finished? There is, indeed, something 
wrong tn the kitchen.
